A PROCLAMATION BY THE 
GOVERNOR 

WHEREAS, the Legisla- 
ture of Alabama at the Reg- 
ular Session 1973 ordered an 
. election to be held by the qual- 
ified electors of the State of 
Alabama upon a certain pro- 
posed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama which 
said amendment is herein set 
out, and ordered that the said 
election be held on the date of 
the general electiofi next suc 
ceeding the final adjournment 
of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of 1973; and 

WHEREAS, the date of the 
general electionnext succeed- 
ing the final adjournment of 
the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 
1973, will be and occur on 
November 5, 1°74; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the 
proposed amendment is re 
quired by law and.by the pro- 
visions of the act submitting 
the amendment to be given by 
a proclamation of the Gover- 
nor to be published in each 
county in the State of Alabama 
for four successive weeks next 
preceding the day appointed 
for the election; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, 
George C. Wallace, as Gov 
ernor of the State of Ala 
bama, do hereby give notice 
direct and proclaim that on 
Tuesday the 5th day of Nov- 
ember 1°74, an election will 
be held at the several pol 
ling places within the State of 
Alabama in the manner and 
form provided by law upon the 
following proposed amend- 
ment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901 

(a) Any provision of the 
Constitution and laws of the 
State of Alabama to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, the City 
of Mountain Brook, in Jeffer- 
son County, shall have, in ad- 
dition to the power to levy and 
collect ad valorem tax each 
year at the rate authorized 
immediately prior to the adop- 
tion of this amendment, the 
further power to levy and col- 
lect each year an additional 
tax of three-fourths of one 
per centum based upon the 
value of the property therein 
as fixed for state taxation 
No such additional tax of 
three-fourths of one per cent- 
um shall be levied under the 
authority of this Amefdment 
unless a majority of the.qua- 
lified electors of said muni- 
cipal corporation voting inthe 
election on the adoption of this 
amendment shall vote for such 
adoption, provided that if the 
majority of the qualified elect- 
ors of the said municipal cor- 
poration voting in the said 
election sbould not vote .in 
favor of such adoption, or if 
the majority of the qualified 
electors of the said municipal 
¢orporation at any election 
subsequently called under the 
authority of this amendment 
should not vete in favor of the 
levy of the aid additional 
tax at an electro so called, 
the governing body 6f the said 
municipal corporation may 
call other elections hereunder 
on the question of the levy of 
Said tax, without further act 
of the legislature, but not more 
than one such election shall 
be held during any period of 
twenty-four consecutive mon- 
ths 

b) Any provision of the 
Constitution of Alabama tothe 
contrary notwithstanding, the 
City of Mountain Brook, in 
Jefferson County, shall have 
in addition to the power to 
levy and collect ad valorem tax 
each year at the rate author- 
ized immediately prior to the 
adoption of this Amendment, 
t ‘ther power to increase 

it which ad valorem 
levied by said muni- 
ration above the 
now provided inthe Con- 
ion provided that the pro- 
posed increase shall have been 
1) proposed by the governing 
body of the said municipal 
corporation after a public 
hearing on such proposal 
2) thereafter approved oy an 
act of the legislature and 
3) subsequently approved bya 
majority vote of the qualified 
electors of the said municipal 
corporation who vote on the 
proposal. Section 217 (h) of 
the Constitution of Alabama 
of 1°01 as amended providing 
that ad valorem taxes in the 
aggregate levied by all taxing 
authorities shall never exceed

The Elba Tigers were completely outclassed Friday night in 
their 54-7 loss to 4A Enterprise. The Wildcats came into the 
game a 25 point favorite, and certainly did justice to their pre- 
game publicity. ; 

The Wildcats used 13 different backs in the game, as they 
rushed for 363 yards. In all, seven different Enterprise players 
crossed the goal line against the Elba defense. 

Offensively, the Tigers did a commendable job, gaining 
159 yards in total offense. Larry Phillips ran well at tailback, 
as, did Bruce Donaldson and Win Westbrook. The Elba offensive 
live did a good job against the big Enterprise Wildcat line, and 
deserves mention, Max Fuller and Russ Cash both looked good 
at quarterback, and gained valuable experience. 

Defensively, Elba was simply outmanned. Larry Phillips 
also played a good game at defensive cornerback.

Parent's Urged To Immunize Children 


An official of the Alabama 
Depastment of Public Health 
estimates that only 60 percent 
of preschool age children are 
adequately immunized. *‘We 
are now facing a serious threat 
of epidemics,’’ warns Dr. 
Frederick S. Wolf, director 
of the Bureau of Preventable 
Diseases. 

‘Polio, measles, rubella, 
diphtheria, tetanus, and per- 
tussis (whooping cough) have 
been brought under control 
through immunizations, but 
the diseases have not been 
eradicated,"’ the public health 
physician continued. “The 
percentage of immunized chi- 
ldren -- particularly the pre- 
schoolers -- has dropped toa 
dangerous level."’

FOR VETS 

Q -- How many veterans and 
servicemen have received edu- 
cation benefits under the three 
GI Bills? . 

A -- Nearly 15 million have 
trained, beginning with the en- 
actment of the World War II 
original GI Bill. The cost of 
all three GI Bills through April 
1°74 was $2°.6 billion. 

Q -- What state pays the highest 
bonus to its Vietnam era vet- 
erans? 

A -- According to information 
available to the Veterans Admi- 
nistration. North Dakota's 
$1600 is the highest maximum 
bonus pail in 16 states and 
Guam. 

Q -- The Veterans Administra - 
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18 Year Olds 
Must Still 


Register 


No one is veing drafted these. 
days -- that’s true -- but 18- 
year-old men still have an obli- 
gation to their country. That 
Obligation is to register with 
the Selective Service System. 

When inductions ended last 
year, according to Felix R. 
Petrey, State Director of Sel- 
ective Service, many people 
thought the whole idea of 
thought the whole idea of “the 
draft” ended with it. 

We are still very much in 
business,” he said, “because 
the Selective Service System is 
set up as a permanent agency 
of the Federal government.” 

“The law still requires 18- 
year-olds to register during the 
30 days just before their birth- 
day or the 30 days after the 
birthday,” he said. The Ala- 
bama State Headquarters esti- 
mates that about 5 percent of 
the 18-year-olds are not com- 
ing in to register at all, and 
another 10 percent are regis- 
tering late. 

It is easier than ever to 
register now, Mr. Petrey said. 
The SSS Area Office is located 
at 111 Church Street, Troy. 

In addition, there are non- 
paid volunteer registrars at 
most National Guard Armories 
and at many high schools and 
county courthouses. Also, th- 
ere’s a new mail-in registra- 
tion card that can be picked up 
at most high schools and Ala- 
bama State Employment offices. 

“We are just trying to get 
the word around,” Mr. Petrey 
said, “that we still need to reg- 
ister every male who reaches 
the age of 18, even though th- 
ere’s no one being called for 
military service at the present 
time. It’s an obligation that 
Most of them know about,but 
we're trying to reach those 
that don’t.”
